“However, talks are 
under way and | am hope- 
ful something suitable can 
be arranged.” 

The plan is for the 
Young Socceroos to play 
three matches against 
New Caledonia which 
would replace a week long 
training camp Scheinflug 
had planned in Sydney at 
the same time. 

Scheinflug said he was 


now more than satisfied 
with what is being done to 
help the Young Soc- 
ceroos. 

“IE it comes off, the trip 
could, not come at a better 
time,” he said. 

“We would be playing 
against a senior team, in a 
strange climate and under 
different conditions. At 
least the boys would get 
used to playing away from 
home.” 

Emery said he was also 


awaiting confirmation 
from FIFA, the world’s rul- 
ing body on _ Soccer, 


regarding the chances of 
playing lead-up games in 
Argentina. 

“As long as FIFA agree, 
I'm sure something can be 
arranged,” he said.

T was great to have Australia’s Socceroos 
Fj eetieting in-an Asian tournament to get 

more experience as the leadup to the 
Olympic Games and World Cup campaigns. 

And having SBS Television cover brought the 
series to many thousands of Australian homes — a 
figure that would have been greatly exceeded had 
there been complementary advertising support. 


But there has been a downside, and that has been 
the suspension of the National competition. 

Some clubs have compiained that they have been 
deprived of revenue needed to keep their affairs on 
the road and their players paid. 

Also that interstate games have made calls on 
their players. But surely these games at some stage 
must be fostered to bring the general public back to 
the sport. 

The NSL bent over backwards to assist the natio- 
nal coach and team, but we can only hope that the 
cost will not be too great as the competition 
resumes. 


No more than three players from any one club were 
away in South Korea. 

Surely if a club is of NSL quality it should be cap- 
able of putting a good side on the field with only up to 
three places to be filled.

The argument against playing — if overseas trips 
have to be held in season — runs along the lines that 


clubs’ relegation prospects in particular can be com- 
promised. 


Well, rugby league-and Australian rules have an 
answer for that. They insist upon promoting con- 
tinuity for their major clubs so that they can build up 
without undue upsets. 

They realise, although they may even wish to util- 
ise promotion and relegation, that it has many im- 
practicable aspects in Australia. 

Actually promotion and relegation in Australia 
only came with post-war migration. The current man- 
agement survey should examine the fragmentation 
aspects involved. 

in any case there is still the point that a club which 
competes in the NSL should have the playing staff to 
carry it through even if a couple of players are over- 
seas. 

But again it must be hoped that enthusiasm im- 
mediately re-kindles for the big games involving the 
NSL teams. 
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There is good reason for the NSL to try to secure a 
suitable public relations man in Melbourne to im- 
prove the NSL clubs’ image there. 

Melbourne has to get a greater portion of the public 
at large behind the clubs. They are well aware that 
their standing is not good enough without our hav- 
Ing to stress the points. 

But of course by rejecting the suggesion to still 
cover the Brisbane, Canberra, Newcastle and Wol- 
longong the League has not improved the future of 
the game in Australia. 


Those centres are surely entitled to ask why, if a 
special officer is appointed to Melbourne, why this 
type of help was never extended to them. 

Surely too the securing of major sponsors and the 
interest in television, press and radio cover must 
extend where there are matches across the states. 

Our ground survey indicates that quality of 
gorunds should have been one of the criteria in de- 
termining membership of the 14 team league, as was 
originally said but rejected by officialdom. 

Somewhere along the track the clubs that do not 
have modern, capable management will have to act. 

And there will have to be deep consideration given 
to the League’s composition and procedures, be- 
cause the present position will do very little to im- 
prove the games’ standing against rugby league and 
Australian rules. 

The sport of Soccer still could be very big in Aus- 
tralia, but that involves increased high quality man- 
agement and top research and implementation.

Les Murray’s gushing 
commentary has left a lot 
to be desired and let's not 
go into the use of squad 
members as straight men.

1 WAS fascinated to read the letter by Mr Joseph 
Sabelja B.E. in our last issue regarding the fracas 
at Schintler Reserve recently. 

| presume that when Mr Sabelja refers to ‘Les’ he 
means me, and not Les Murray (or even Sir Les Pat- 
terson?). 

But there can be 2 problem when you are apparently 
one-eyed, even if you have had a good education and a 
university degree in that you only see what you want to 
see. 

To be specific, Mr Sabelja didn't see Footscray 
supporters throwing rocks through the fence at Sydney 
Croatia players, or anything thrown at Anthony Franken. 

Unlike the Sydney Morning Herald and the Sydney 
Sun, which were not represented at the match, | WAS 
there, and notin the press box either, but on the touchline. 

So in case well-educated Mr Sabelja or anyone else 
has misread my report, let me re-cap. 

What happened was that about twenty minutes before 
the kick-off, about 40 or 50 young hooligans carrying 
Croatia banners and some even wearing Croatian T- 
shirts came down Footscray Road, climbing over the 
fence along the railway embankment and into the 
ground. 

| guess even Mr Sabelja would agree that they 
wouldn’t be Footscray supporters. 

They stayed in a tight little knot at the railway end, 
which was defended by Sydney Croatia, hence no 
stones were thrown at Anthony Franken. 

At half-time they rushed halfway round the ground to 
the race, where they spent the break hurling abuse at the 
Footscray supporters. The players were not involved, 
they were in the dressing rooms. 

Then this mob rushed back to ‘their’ end and as the 
game re-started began to pelt Zoran Nikitovic with what- 
ever they could lay their hands on, until the police lined- 
up along that fence. 

The Skybus that took the Sydney Croatia players back 
to the airport was parked within ten yards of the players’ 
race, which makes the SMH quote by Graham Arnold: ‘| 
never ran so fast in my life’ a fabrication on someone's 


‘Action from Footscray — Crvatia. 
And the police didn't arrive ‘luckily in the time’ to save 
the bus at all, they were there from the start. 
All four TV stations were tipped off anonymously days 
before the game that there was going to be trouble, and 


they were there in force ... Soccer violence always 
makes such a good story doesn’t it, for those TV stations 
who despise Soccer. 

| hold no brief for anyone, and last year | was equally 
vociferous about a mob of young idiots who used to 
embarrass South Melbourne by calling themselves the 
‘Hellas Hooligans’ and aped Chelsea’s National Front 
thugs, even to the extent of waving a Nazi flag. 

Thankfully after some exposure they seem to have 
quietened down or grown-up although they did fight a 
pitched battle with the Croatia ‘supporters’ in the Olympic 
Park carpark after this year’s Buffalo Cup final when the 
South Melbourne bus windows were smashed and con- 
siderable damage was done to Olympic Park No.2’s 
grandstand. 

What disappoints me most though about Mr Sabelja’s 
letter is that he failed to take my point. 

| had tried to make it abundantly clear that | was not 
criticising ALL Croatians, or whitewashing Footscray 
supporters. 

To be quite frank, unless they were wearing some 
identification, | wouldn't know one from another, nor for 
that can | distinguish Serbs, Herzegovinians or Macedo- 
nians. 

But what bothers me as a journalist of more than 30 
years experience, is the way that the game is turned into a 
Political arena by some people. 

That's the difference between these yobbos and the 
Hellas Hooligans. The Hooligans don’t want to overthrow 
anybody, they just want to be nasty. 

So all | can say to Mr Sabelja is simply this . . . instead of 
questioning my integrity as a journalist, please just take 
Off the blinkers, friend.

SYDNEY OLYMPIC, potentially Australia’s big- 
gest crowd-pullers and the team who have so 
often promised so much yet delivered so little, 
should improve their standing on the League lad- 
der in the second round of the West End Soccer 
League. 

With Eddie Thomson in charge, a man whose name is 
synonimous with success, | can see the Sydney Greek- 
sponsored team steadily climb up the competition.

Situated — About a 20 minute drive from the city cen- 
tre and only five minutes from Mascot Airport. 

Car parking and potential — Ample car parking with 
several adjoining Soccer fields. However, there are only 
two entrances and it can be a hassle getting into and out 
of the ground. The potential for the ground is quite good, 
although the erection of further stands could be a prob- 
lem because the ground is almost in the path of a runway 
at Mascot. The capacity of the ground is between 12,000 
and 15,000. 

Playing surface — One of the best in Sydney, now 
that the ground does not have to cope with so many 
matches. The surface is lush and green. 

Spectator facilities — An excellent covered stand 
which seats about 2800, but there is no other cover in the 
ground. There are banked facilities at both ends of the 
ground and at the opposite end to the grandstand. Three 
food outlets and good toilet facilities. 

Press facilities — Adequate. Sometimes there is a 
lack of chairs and often it gets difficult ‘‘turfing out’’ non- 
media people. Two telephones, although one is usually 
in constant use ... thanks John! Depending on whose 
home game it is — Saints or Sydney Olympic — a coffee 
urn is usually in operation. 

Playing facilities — Are quite good. The main dress- 
ing rooms are situated under the grandstand and two 
more rooms are situated at the main end of the ground. 
The home team room is quite spacious, but the visitors’ 
rooms can get a little cramped. The inner ground is en- 
closed by a wire fence and the players’ race is adequate 
and gives good protection. 

Floodlighting — Not to good television standard. 

Ground rating — Eight out of 10. 

CROATIAN SPORTS CENTRE 

Situated — In a near rural setting in the outer Western 
Suburbs, about a 50 minute drive from Sydney. 

Car parking and potential — Depending on what 
time you get to the match, parking can be a problem, 
although things are being done to alleviate the problem. 
A number of spots available right next to ground. Getting 
home after a match can be a problem because traffic can 
be fairly heavy. Has the potential to be one of the best set- 
ups in the State. Plans have been made to erect a 5000 
seat grandstand and there is still plenty of room to extend 
in other parts. Club house right next to ground. Crowd 
capacity of about 15,000. 

Playing surface — Has improved markedly in recent 
times. There are few or no complaints from them players. 

Spectator facilities — Not the best at this stage, but 
they will improve. No cover whatsoever. Most parts of the 
ground are banked and paved. But, there isn’t much 
seating. One canteen which gets somewhat crowded. 
One toilet. 

Press facilities — Quite good. Plenty of room and 
there is a bar fridge. Two telephones. Croatia president 
Tony Basic is a terrific host. 

Playing facilities — Naturally the home dressing 
room is quite spacious and clean. Although a little smal- 
ler, the visiting room is more than adequate. Inner ground 
enclosed by a wire fence and the players’ race has been 
te-inforced. Adequate protection for all. 

Floodlighting — First class standard for television. 

Ground rating — At present six out of 10, but on 
potential 10 out of 10. 


MARCONI STADIUM 


Situated — In the outer Western Suburbs and is a 50 . 


minute drive from Sydney. 


Car parking and potential — Fair amount of parking ©

space available opposite the ground and nearby areas. 
The potential of the ground is outstanding. The magnifi- 
cent club house is virtually on the ground. There appears 
plenty of room to expand. Crowd capacity about 14,000. 

Playing surface — Not too bad. Certainiy has im- 
proved over the years. Once regarded as too bumpy and 
uneven, but a lot of work has gone into it. 

Spectator facilities — Are almost-non-existant. 
There is a grandstand with no roof, although it does have 
individual seating. Then again some of the seats are in 
disrepair. Has a canteen which gets very crowded, 


although the BBQ provided by the Fisherman's Social 
club is superb. Only one toilet. 


Press facilities — Are good. Covered room with a bar 
fridge and several working telephones. President Tony 
Labbozzeta and secretary Keith Charles always ensures 
things are right for the press. 

Player facilities — Quite poor. Both dressing rooms 
are very small and get too crowded. Players have to walk 
over each other to get changed and showered. There’s 
little protection for the players at the end of the game with 
people easily jumping the fence. 

Floodlighting — No to adequate television standard. 

Ground rating — Six out of 10, but Tony Labbozzetta 
will ensure that it gets better. 

LAMBERT PARK 

Close proximity to the city, about a 10 minute drive. 
Situated mainly housing area. 

Car parking and potential — Finding parking can be 
a hassle, especially on a big day. You might have to park 
a 15 or 20 minute walk from the ground. Unfortunately, 
the ground does not have much potential to expand. It 
backs on to a factory on one side, a railway track at one 
end and a main road on the other side. Crowd capacity 
about 8000. 

Playing surface — Was quite poor at one stage, but it 
has improved dramatically this season. One bad aspect ; 
is the fact that the sidelines are too close to the perimeter 
fence and this is a dangerous hazard for the players, 
many of whom have gone crashing into the fences. 

Spectator facilities — One side of the ground is 
covered, allowing for about 2000-2500 to be safe from 
the elements. On the main side of the ground there is a 
VIP room which holds about 200. One very small canteen 
and one toilet. There have recently been quite discus- 
sions over possible future use of Leichhardt Oval. If and 
when it comes it will have the added advantage of being 
next door to the APIA Soccer Club. Unfortunately APIA 
did not have the money to participate in the ground re- 
modelling years ago. The lost leverage can only be over- 
come gradually. 

Press facilltles — The main facility is quite poor. The 
room is often unclean and is very small. About eight peo- 
ple can fit in and the touchline ends are very hard to see 
because you are looking down on the ground. SBS televi- 
sion refuses to televise a match of the day from there. 
However, President Joe Prestia, a man who is always 
willing to help, allows the press into the VIP room where 
you can at least get a cup of coffee or a drink, something 
to eat and an uninterrupted view of the match. 

Player facilities — Reasonably adequate, although 
player protection is non-existant. The crowd has easy 
access to the players. 

Floodlighting — None, but endeavours being made 
to arrange for an installation. 

Ground rating — Four out of 10.

also offer Hindmarsh Sta- 
dium, headquarters of the 
SA Soccer Federation cur- 
rently leased by Hellas, 
former NSL champions 
now battling to get back on 
the national scene. 

OSF covers a huge area 
in a beautiful setting with a 
covered stand plus sea- 
ting, with the only draw- 
back the athletics track 
round the pitch. 

Hindmarsh is perhaps 
the best venue in Australia 
for viewing Soccer, as fans 
are so close to the action in 
the seated stands and the 
terraced outer. 

But with only a 20,000 
Capacity it is a smaller sta- 
dium than the Olympic 
Sports Field and restricted 
as far as growth is con- 
cerned. 

But it did successfully 
house games in the World 
Youth Cup finals. 


Shelved 


Both SA _ stadiums 
have plans on the shelf 
for expansion once the 
economic climate picks 
up. 

City has the 
tremendous advantage of 
having their clubrooms at 
OSF in plush surrounds 
with space already pre- 
pared for poker machines, 
and a permanent re- 
staurant, to compliment its 
two bars which currently 
do a roaring trade. 


Kitchen facilities are 
already operating _ for 
various functions. 

If Hellas regain their 


place in the NSL they have 
a ready-made first class 
ground, although _ their 
clubrooms are inthe City. 

However, they lease the 
catering rights at Hind- 
marsh so fans don't go 
thirsty. 

But what of possible 
challengers for promo- 
tion? 

As we went to press Hel- 
las had slipped from first 
place in First Division to 
third behind Salisbury and 
Beograd, both with NSL 
aspirations. 

They have excellent 
suburban grounds, with 
clubrooms, but no grand- 
stands, terracing or 
seating. 


TV is now part of any 
sport, and there is nothing 
worse than watching a 
game on the tube shot at a 
standing-only venue  vi- 
sited only be diehard 
supporters. 


Either club could lease 
Hindmarsh from the 
SASF, or seek a share of 
OSF from Adelaide City. 


Or there is the possibility 
that Salisbury could share 
an Australian Rules 
ground closer to home — 
Central District's _ oval 
could easily house Soccer 
matches and there is a 
readymade additional 
support in the Elizabeth 
area where the ground is 
housed. 


Like Salisbury, most of 
the residents are British 
migrants who have de- 
serted the roundball code 


and follow _— Australian 
Football. 

However, OSF and 
Hindmarsh would be the 
favourite venues. 

While several _local 


councils realise the value 
of Soccer clubs, and have 
assisted in the establish- 
ment of clubrooms and 
blocks of land, only the 
Burnside (OSF) and Hind- 
marsh Councils have 
been brave enough to 
come up with grandstands 
in partnership with the SA 
Soccer Federation and the 
clubs. 


Outside of these two 
grounds, Soccer also has 
access to Football Park, 
the magnificent Aussie 
Rules ground, built on 
similar lines to Rugby 
League's Parramatta Sta- 
dium in Sydney. 


The Socceroos played 
Italy's Juventus at Foot- 
ball Park, and while fans 
were ‘far away” from the 
action, they were no furth- 
er than those who stand in 
the terraces in the giant 
stadiums overseas, parti- 
cularly in South America 
and Mexico. 


So while the NSL_ in- 
vestigation of grounds 
may have some clubs in a 
flutter, Adelaide can afford 
to play it cool.

After the game Tom Anderson wrote, praising the’ 
Australian victory, which was deserved. But he empha- 
sised in black and white, that the Chileans played using 
both elbows and high feet continuously. He considered 
the performance of the Latins as per usual and that the 
South American temperament being comparable with 
the displays of the Uruguayans in Mexico last year. 

We know when this journalist was in Mexico for the 
World Cup he continually put the Uruguayan team 
down, he also over-exagerated more than 100%, 
granted though — they do play a strong game.

Our footballers certain- 
ly are not saints; when they are handed out punish- 
ment they know how to respond, sometimes with class 
and other times impatience prevails. 

Whenever | talk with this journalist, he always refers 
to the Latin American game as being good and the sort 
of style that the world footballing public appreciates. 
However every time he writes about our game, he 
gives us short shrift with his negative comments. 

What is he trying to prove with his continual negative 
deductions? 


must be said that the in- 
ternational experience 
now afforded to national 
teams is far superior to that 
in the past. 

Johnny Watkiss, for ex- 
ample, a national team 
player for 10 years (1965- 
1974) and for my money 
the most versatile: player 
we've ever produced, was 
lucky to play 16 internatio- 
nals in his _ illustrious 
career. 

Today our players have 
16 interationals in seven 
months. 

If that's the good news 
then there were some 
negative aspects for the 
Socceroos in June.

~AUSOIES NEED UPFRONT IMPROVEMENT 


Many nations would make this remark today. 

The reason for this is because attackers, more than 
any other players are restricted for space in modern 
Soccer. 

Good defenders will be breathing down the neck of 
strickers whenever they have the ball. 

Itis so hard for them to get free of good markers. 

What they have to be able to do, is to beat markers with 
sleight of foot in the limited space they are allowed, or 
play the ball off effectively first time: 

This is able to be done, but not all strikers are able to do 
it. 

Especially not too many Australian strikers. 


Degree of Difficulty 


We are now talking about the most difficult skills in 
the game, namely passing and dribbling around the 
tightly defended penalty areas and finding space to‘ 
score.

But even in positions well away from the defenders’ 
goal strikers will be tightly marked. 

It is more difficult for a striker to do what Crino is able to 
do in midfield. 

Oscar would not be able to play up front. 

Australia has played with three men up front in Korea, 
but all of them have found difficulty retaining possession 
of the ball, even though Andrew Zinni was a tremendous 
competitor. Graham Armold good in the air and Chris 
Kalantizis a willing worker. 


Against Chile, despite some good mdifield build up in 
the second half, we could not really threaten the Chilean 
goal. 

Our main threat was at set plays where height, weight 
and aggression gave us an advantage. 

Of course, the problem of freeing attackers from mar- 
kers is not just an Australian problem. 

It has caused teams to begin using many midfielders, 
able to come from deeper positions to threaten goal. 


Denmark did this in the World Cup. 

Tottenham Hotspurs did so in the English Football 
League, with only Clive Allen up front, supported by many 
mobile piayers coming from behind. 

Yet strikers can find space for themselves even under 
the tightest of marking. 

Maradona does it with speed and sleight of foot. 


On the other hand, the 33 year old Kenny Dalglish of 
Liverpool does it with screening and turning skills, which 
can punish defenders who mark him too tight. 


So countries and teams generally now need players 
able to get out of trouble in tight situations.

ONE of the new benefits derived from the three 
week West End National Soccer League break is 
the opportunity for fans to catch a rare glimpse of 
State League football. 

The reduction of the national competition to 14 teams 
in 1987 not only improved the standard of Soccer in the 
top league, it also meant a huge boost to the various State 
competitions. 


The surplus of clubs, players and coaches quickly 
lifted the quality of what was previously sub-standard 
outfits to new heights. 

A clear example of this exists in the New South Wales 
State League where clubs like Melita Eagles, Blacktown 
City, Wollongong City and Canberra City are fighting a 
tooth and nail battle for promotion, led by coaches of the 
calibre of Les Scheinflug, Dennis Hogarth, John Fleming 
and Augusto Palacios. 

When the playing staff at some of these clubs is ex- 
amined closely, the situation begins to look even more 
impressive. 


Clint Gosling, Alex Robertson and Ean Rodrigues are 
all former Sydney City players on Melita’s books. 

Grant Lee, Steve Watson ad Roy Cotton have all 
teamed up with Scheinfiug at Blakctown to add experi- 
ence to a youthful team that includes Brett Hughes, Kurt 
Reynolds and Jason van Blerk. 

Uruguay Penrith is made up almost entirely of players 
with long National League experience including John 
Bradley, while Canberra City and Wollongong City have 
retained most of last year’s NSL playing staff. 

Although Les Scheinflug has taken Blacktown to a 
commanding lead at the half-way stage and must remain 


favourites for promotion, the pride and joy of the NSW 
Soccer Federation has got to be the dynamic Melita 
Eagles. 

If ever a club was a perfect example of what can be 
achieved through sheer hard work and far sighted admi- 
nistration, you need look no further. 

A recent visit to their impressive Melita Stadium for the 
clash against Inter Monaro proved to be a real eye opener 
when compared to the facilities provided at some longer 
established national league outfits. 

In fact I'd go as far as saying that in Sydney only St 
George can offer more comfort to their fans, while Mel- 
bourne only has Olympic Park and possibly Middle Park. 

From the time you go through the turnstiles and collect 
the club's well produced ‘High Flying Eagles' free maga- 
zine, the complete set up reeks of professionalism. 

From the well designed grandstand to the impressive 
press box and luxurious dressing room facilities, Melita 
has set a standard that other clubs should be seeking to 
maich. 

The actual playing pitch as well as the team’s perform- 
ance on the day left a lot to be desired and coach Dennis 
Hogarth showed his disappointment after the game de- 
spite his side’s 3-0 victory, but when a team can gain that _ 
sort of clear cut win with a sub-standard display it makes 
one wonder what it’s capable of doing when everything 
clicks together. 

Blacktown City and Canberra may well be setting the 
pace at the half way stage of the competition but don’t 
write off the Eagles. 

This progressive club is all geared up for promotion to 
the National League and few can argue that Melita de- 
serves anything less. If they succeed, the NSL is sure to 
welcome them with open arms.

Merton Rovers — later 


Merton Easts — has play- 
ed in eight division .one

The club 
reached the final four in 17 
of those seasons.

Robson, whose guest

cess, said he wanted to 
bring his wife and children 
to Queensland for an ex- 
tended stay. 

“Tam sure they would 
love it here and | certainly 
would like to come back 
and play for Queensland 
again if | was _ invited,”

able 1-1 draw with the 
Blues at Perry Park. 
Robson admitted his 


1988 calendar was pack- 
ed with England almost 
certain of qualifying for the 
European champion- 
ships. And many rate Bob- 
by Robson's exciting new 
team as more than cap- 
able of lifting the European 
title — second in world 
Soccer importance only to 
the World Cup. Success in 
the tournament would 
make Bryan Robson a 
national hero in unpre- 
cedented demand by the 
news media. 

But Robson said the 
three week break after the 
European championships 
and the start of pre-season 
training at Manchester 
United loomed as his only 
chance for a family holiday 
— and Australia loomed 


as a perfect destination. 

“Naturally | would be 
coming here for a break, 
but Soccer has always 
been my life and | get itchy 
feet for a game even after a 
week without football, so 
there would be no prob- 
lems in playing a game or 
two while | am here if it 
could be organised. | cer- 
tainly wouldn't be short of 
fitness after the European 
championships,” Robson 
said. 

The QSF is eager to get 
the England captain back 
after his week-long visit 
was a huge success. But 
so many factors are con- 
fusing the simple task of 
just inviting Robson back. 

At this stage the QSF 
does not know whether 
Queensland will have a 
team in the NSL next year.

But QSF boss lan Bru- 
sasco believes the match 
is the perfect chance for 
both sides to show the 
public what they can offer 
in a Cup final atmosphere 
without the pressure of 
premiership points. 

And he further warns: 
“Any club which purpose- 
ly or obviously fields a 
second string team could 
be found to be bringing the 
game into disrepute. And 
there is now a ‘“‘show- 
cause”’ clause in the con- 
stitution which the man- 
agement committee 
would seriously look at us- 
ing if a club was found not 
doing the right thing in our 
premier competition.” 

A date for the Cup final is 
still yet to be set because 
of outstanding games in 
division two. Almost cer- 
tainly the second match in 
the doubleheader will be 
against highly supported 
Croatia and Juventus 


(which is obviously why 
the QSF wants the Perry 
Park doubleheader to go 
ahead). But there is con- 
gestion at the top of divi- 
sion two and Croatia could 
miss out if, albeit 
unlikely, they lost their 
deferred and yet to be re- 
scheduled match against 
Nerang by seven clear 


goals. 
The QSF is having trou- 
ble rescheduling _—the 


Nerang-Croatia match be- 
cause of Croatia's run in 
the Ampol Cup and the fact 
that it is Nerang’s home 
game and their lights are 
unsuitable for a mid-week 
night game. 

Off-the-record, all clubs 
say they would much pre- 
fer the Cup finals to be 
scrapped as separate 
games and the second 
round clashes between 
the clubs doubling as the 
silverware deciders. 

But at the moment the 
QSF is against that idea, 
having only last year intro- 
duced the first round lead- 
ers Cup final concept. 

“The two clubs at the 
top of each division at the 
end of the first round may 
not meet in fixtures until 
the very end of the season. 
I think it would be a bit 
pointless and lose any 
significance for a trophy 
for first round leaders to be 
decided in September,” a 
QSF official said. 
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sasco immediately 
accepted the NSW invita- 
tion and confirmed that 
plans already were under- 
way for the Maroons to 
have an extended series 
of matches in 1988. 

Queensland played six 
times this year for three 
wins and three draws, it’s 
best record in it’s most 
hectic program in years. 

And  Brusasco said 
there was no going back 
now, state team football 
was back in fashion and 
here to stay.

of the football seen on his recent 
overseas trip. 


BRITISH Soccer has to cope with more problems 
today than it ever had to deal with in its long 
history. 


One of these problems 
is, of course, the worsen- 
ing behaviour of the 
crowd; or that part of the 
crowd they call ‘yobs’ — a 
crowd of youths hell-bent 
on giving Soccer the bad 
name it has earnt in 
Europe. 

The well-behaved Eng- 
lish sportsman has been 
relegated to the history 
books. In fact the ‘yobbo’ 
is present even at cricket 
ovals. 

At a cricket match be- 
tween England and Pakis- 
tan in Birmingham, a spec- 
tator had his jugular vein 
and windpipe severed by a 
broken bottle, in a pitched 
battle at the ground. 


But to return to Soccer, | 
was almost caught in the 
thick of a fight between 
rival supporters outside 
Wembley Stadium before 
the final. 


Then there were fights 

in Glasgow when 31 were 

_arrested at Hampden 

Park, and 108 arrests out- 
side the ground. 

These incidents occu- 
pied as much space in Bri- 
tain'’s newspapers as 
accounts of the matches 
themselves.

RUSHY replies to Mr Terry Gibbons, whose letter to the Editor appeared in 


last week’s A.S.W. 


In answer to youy first 
question, — why do we 
have Youth League? 
The Youth League com- 
petition provides for the 
top 250 or so players 
from the Sydney, Cen- 
tral Coast and Wollon- 
gong areas to compete 
with and against each 
other. 

It is hoped that the 
majority of these players 
would also be receiving 
top quality coaching and 
through their participation 
in a first class competition 
will improve their skills and 
understanding of the 
game, as well as having 
the opportunity to be 
selected to represent the 
state. 

In fact the question 
which you should be 
asking yourself is — what 
is the role of the junior 
club? 

in my opinion it is first 
and foremost that it should 
provide an opportunity for 
all youngsters to partici- 
pate in a team sport. 

The junior club’s first 
aim should be to promote 
enjoyment and participa- 
tion as well as an under- 
standing of the skills of the 
game with a low emphasis 
on winning. (The players 
will themselves hold win- 
ning in high regard and 
therefore it requires no 
promoting). 

Secondly the junior club 
should encourage those 
players with special 
talents to play at the high- 
est level if they so desire 
and at the same time the 
club should take pride in 
seeing their ex-players 
move up in the world. 


Of course unfortunately 
most trophy-hunting 
coaches don’t see it this 
way and instead they 
discourage players from 


moving up to a level more 
suited to their abilities, in 
order to enable them to win 
the local competition. 


Losses 


You mention that your 
club has “lost” 25 
players out of a total of 
48 to Youth League. 

While this is a very hazy 
statement, if it is true then 
your club should be very 
proud of its achievement 
as | believe that it would be 
second to none within 
Australia. 

You have made the 
point that rep teams, and | 
assume you mean Youth 
League teams, are com- 
peting with club teams for 
players. This statement is 
the equivalent to saying 
that your club’s first divi- 
sion team is competing for 


players with another 
club’s second division 
team. It doesn't make 
sense. 


There is no competition, 
players have the right to 
play at the highest level 
available if they wish. You 
however do not have the 
tight to hold them back.

The question of where 
do players go after 
Youth League. 

At the moment those 
players with the ability and 
the motivation are chan- 
nelled into the Under 19 or 
Reserve grade competi- 
tions.

PLAYERS SCORE ASYLUM 


NINE Ethiopian Soccer players, who defected in Cairo after losing matches 
in a youth international tournament last year, have gone to the United States 
as refugees, diplomats and United Nations officials said this week. 

A 10th player was still in Cairo while his papers were being processed by US officials, 


they said. 


The 10 members of defeated under-16 and under-19 teams, sought political asylum 
at the US Embassy in Cairo because they were scared of punishment if they went home, 
Egyptian police said at the time. 

The case apparently prompted Ethiopia’s announcement two weeks iater that it was 
withdrawing its national Soccer team and youth sides from international tournaments 
indefinitely because they were below standard. 

The UN High Commissioner for Refugees (UNHCR) office in Cairo ruled firstly that the 


10 did not qualify as refugees. 


But it decied later they merited refugee status because their lives would be in danger if 
they returned to Addis Ababa, a UNHCR official said:
